V. Claims 1-17 seem to fulfill the requirements of Article 33(1) PCT. 

V.1 . The documents D1 and D2 disclose dyestuffs with phosphonic acid groups 
attached thereon with reactive effect. They are attached to a phenylsulphonyl resp. to a 
phenyl ring. In a reactive dyeing process they are covalently linked to a fiber material by 
condensing reaction of the phosphonic group with OH, NH, SH groups of the fiber. 
In D1 and D2 no hint can be found to attach the phosphonic groups to a S02CH2CH2 
or a vinylsulphonyl group. Therfore claims 1-17 are new and also inventive vis a vis D1 
and D2. 

V.2. The documents D3 and D4 disclose fluorescent chromophors with boronic acid 
endgroups attached to a phenly ring. These endgroups are capable to be linked to 
suitable functions of biomolecules, e.g. sugars resp. glucose. This labeling makes 
detection of glucose in vivo possible. 

S02CH2CH2 groups are not mention in D3 or D4 to be used as linking bridges for the 
borat group, nore is there given a hint in this direction. Therefore, also regarding the 
different problems underlying D3 and D4, claims 1-17 of the current application seem to 
be novel and inventive in face of D3 and D4.
